Elba City Council adopts revamped business license schedule

The Elba City Council adopt- 
ed a completely revamped busi- 
ness license schedule Monday 
evening. This was done at the 
urging of the. Alabama 
Department of Revenue in an 
effort to create uniformity of 
wording in municipal license 
schedules through the state. 

The entire 10,084-word 
license ordinance may be read 
in this issue and the next two 
issues of The Elba Clipper. The 
new schedule will go into effect 
on January 1, 2008. 

In presenting the completed 
document to council members 
Mayor James Grimes had high 
praise for staffers at City Hall 
who worked long and hard to 
ensure the completed schedule 
was as accurate as possible. He 
singled out both Tina» Morgan 
and Pat Boothe for their efforts 
in assisting the mayor and city 
clerk during the months devoted 
to the project. 

Grimes noted that anything of 
this magnitude may have some 
unseen bugs, but if found, those 
can be corrected before 2009 


David T. Sutton joined the 
Coffee County EMS team one 
year ago. He has been involved 
with EMS for a total of seven 
years. 

Sutton’s training includes 
ACLS, RTLS, PALS, PEPP, 
BLS and EVOC, He added that 
he is currently waiting to test for 
paramedic.

The councilmen, approved the 
new schedule unanimously. 

Grimes also reviewed the 11- 
month financial report (through 
August) with the council mem- 
bers, He noted income is lower 
than anticipated for the 11 
months when the budget was 


being prepared, but’ a quick 
Weview of the financial state- 


ment shows this was due ‘to 
lower amounts: of grant funds 
than anticipated. He added that 
flipping to the back page would 
show. that total operating 
expenses had also been kept 
below budgeted amounts. 

The mayor said the recent 
downtown paving work will be 
paid in October, thus it will be 
reported in the new fiscal year 

Grimes also asked the council 
to approve the monthly bills for 
payment, He quickly noted they 
were “a good bit” higher than 
usual, but that could be account- 
ed for in two accounts, 

One was the annual auditor's 
fees and the other was payment 
of the environmental work start- 
ed in 2004 in connection with 
the Toledo Molding building 
construction, The cost was 


$27,500. Total bills for the 
month amounted to 
$145,538.61. 

Other. high number _ bills 


included the monthly transfer to 
the school system ($13,789); 
gasoline ($9,297.32); city utili- 
ties ($15,210.87); bank. note 
($15,557.64); routine engineer- 
ing ($5,887.90) and $2,000 for 
youth recreation uniforms and 
equipment. 

Police Chief Freddy Hanchey 
reported an additional certified 
officer would begin working 
with the department about 
October 15". He added, howev- 
er, that an existing officer was 
also leaving about the same time 
to begin work with the Alabama 
prison department at the local 
work release. However, the one 
officer cadet now in school 
should be back for regular duty 
as a certified officer before 
Thanksgiving. 

City Clerk Wayne Grantham 
reported city wide clean-up is 
continuing and Elba citizens can 
expect a nice end product, He 
added that the airport renovation 
work is going well and that also 
should be a nice end product. 
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There are always mixed feelings when a familiar community look 


and 


atmosphere is changing, yet when it is controlled change , there 
should be unanimous excitement. Right now that is what we sense 


in Elba as the major airport work is actually underway, blighted 
areas gradually being cleared cleaned and work actually now 
underway on a major renovation of the old Hardee building to 
name a few local of the positive activities around Elba. 


We were with a large group of Wiregrass citizens in Daleville last 
Thursday afternoon when Governor Bob Riley addressed the 
crowd. In his opening comments he was praising the work of U.S. 
Representative Terry Everett who recently announced his pending 


retirement. The governor said something like, * 


* The four or five of 


you in this room who are not running for that House seat should 
extend your appreciation to Mr. Everett for the fine job he has 
done”. We had not put it in those words, but yes, a lot of names are 
being batted around as being interested in that office. There was 
more than a couple in the room whose names have been mentioned 
and who have not denied an interest. If all those whose named has 
been mentioned were actually interested ‘enough to go as far as 
qualifying, there is not enough donation money available to even 
pay-all the qualifying fees! It will be interesting to see how many 
actually sign on the dotted line and'to find out who they are. One 


potential candidate we talked to acknowledged being flattered that 
his name was in the group people thought was capable of doing 
that job, but he was not very fond of Washington D. C., nor the 
weekly trips back and forth from Washington to Alabama. Of all 
the reasons people can give for not getting involved, being in D.C. 
and all that traveling is one we can accept as our feelings exactly. 


There will be no special session of the Alabama legislature this fall 
according to a news release from Governor Bob Riley on Tuesday. 
He cited lack of agreement among lawmakers on the two main 
planks in his proposed call for the special session. Riley went on to 
blame members of “that other party”, (Democrats) for not living up 
to their campaign promises to address ethics, etc. and we expect 
that by Wednesday there will be counter claims from the 
Democratic side. Petsonally we didn’t expect there would be 
enough agreement to ever think a special session would have any 
success. The same wounds which gridlocked the regular sessions 
are still oozing today. A special session would only wound the gov- 


ernor’s reputation, not get things passed.

The next year was worse. Nearly the entire 
crop was destroyed, and people began to 
starve. The Prime Minister, Sir Robert Peel, 
established a commission to study the prob- 
lem. As they studied, people were dying, 
Then, as the winter of 1846 approached, 
cholera visited the country.

(b) If the city determines that the amount of business license tax 
reported on or remitted with any business license remittance form is 
incorrect, if no business license remittance form is filed within the 
time prescribed, or if the information provided on the form is insuffi- 
cient to allow the taxing jurisdiction to determine the proper amount 
of business license tax due, the city shall calculate the correct 
amount of the tax based on the most accurate and complete infor- 
mation reasonably obtainable ; 
and enter a preliminary assessment for the correct amount of busi- 
ness license tax, including any applicable penalty and interest. 
(c) If the amount of business license tax remitted by the taxpayer is 
undisputed by the city, or if the taxpayer consents to the amount of 
any deficiency or preliminary assessment in writing, the city shall 
enter a final assessment for the amount of the tax due, plus any 
applicable penalty and interest. 
(d) The city shall promptly mail a copy of any preliminary assess- 
ment to the taxpayer's last known address by either first class U.S. 
mail or certified U.S. mail with return receipt requested, or, in the 
sole discretion of the city, deliver the preliminary assessment to the 
taxpayer by personal delivery. : 


e): 

1) Ifa taxpayer disagrees with a preliminary assessment as entered 
by the taxing jurisdiction, the taxpayer shall file a petition for review 
with the city license officer within thirty (30) days from the date of 
entry of the preliminary assessment setting out the specific objec- 
tions to the preliminary assessment. If a petition for review is timel 
filed, the license officer of the city shall schedule a conference wit 
the taxpayer for the purpose ‘of allowing the taxpayer or its repre- 
sentatives and the representatives of the city to present their respec- 
tive positions, discuss any omissions or errors, and to attempt to 
agree upon any changes ‘or modifications to the assessment. The 
license officer shall issue findings of fact and law within sixty (60) 
days following the conference, which shall promptly upon issuance 
be mailed or delivered to the taxpayer, consistent with the proce- 
dures set forth in subsection (d) of this section. 

(2) If the taxpayer disagrees with the license officer's findings of fact 
and law, the he al may appeal to the city council by filing a notice 
of appeal with the city clerk within thirty (30) days after the findings 
have been issued. The appeal shall be in writing and shall set forth 
in reasonable detail the grounds on which the taxpayer disagrees 
with the license officer’s findings of fact and law.

The adoption of this article shall not in any manner affect any pros- 
ecution of any act illegally done contrary to the provisions of any 
ordinance now or heretofore in existence, and every such prosecu- 
tion, whether begun before or after the enactment of this article shall 
be governed by the law under which the offense was committed; nor 
shall a prosecution, or the right to prosecute, for the recovery of any- 
penalty or the enforcement of any forfeiture be in any manner affect- 
ed by the adoption of this article;:nor shall any civil action or cause 
of action existing prior to or:at the time of the adoption of this article 
be affected in any manner by its adoption. 

Sec. 18-18. License confirmation actions: 

(a) The Department of Revenue shall periodically, at least annually, 
compose a list of all state boards and agencies that regulate the 
licensing of businesses or occupations under their jurisdiction, and 
that so notify the department in writing, herein collectively called’ 
"state licensing boards." The list shall be distributed to all municipal 
license officers at least once each year until January 1, 2009, at 
‘which time the list shall continue to be updated periodically there- 
after but shall be required to be available only in the department's 
Internet website or other computer-accessible database available to 
the general public by remote access. Prior to issuing a business 
license to a taxpayer who is subject to the jurisdiction of a particular 
state licensing board, the taxing jurisdiction shall attempt to confirm 
from the board that the taxpayer is duly licensed by and in good 
standing with that board. Provided that the failure of the taxing juris- 
diction to receive such confirmation due to a good faith error or other 


. reasonable. cause shall absolve the taxing jurisdiction and its 


employees or agents from any civil liability or criminal penalty that 
would otherwise arise or accrue if it is determined that the taxpayer 
was not in good Gard at the time of filing the license form. The 
receipt by the taxing jurisdiction of what appears to be a true and 
accurate copy of the taxpayer's card or certificate, issued by the par- 
ticular state licensing board within fourteen (14) months of the date 
on which the taxpayer applies for a business license, shall constitute 
reasonable cause. 

(b) All state licensing boards shall issue to each of their respective 
‘licensees a card or certificate categorizing each licensee, when 
required by regulation. Each such board shall promulgate, pursuant | 
to the Alabama Administrative Procedure Act, a regulation establish-: 
ing a uniform system of categories of persons subject to their juris- 
diction, including a category for which no card or certificate is 
required. The proposed regulation shall be issued by each board on 
or before December 31, 2007, and the categories contained therein 
shall govern until such time as the regulation.is issued in final form. 
Notwithstanding section 11-51-90B, Code of Alabama 1975, the 
business license of each applicable taxing jurisdiction shall be 
issued to the licensee based upon the established contractor cate-
